Several  weeks  ago,  the  University  Theater  presented 
the  first  of  its  four  annual  productions.  While  many 
Maryland  students  have  seen  these  plays,  very  few  know 
how  much  time  and  work  go  into  them.  “Guys  and 
Dolls”  ran  for  eight  nights  and  employed  the  talents 
of  over  seventy  people.  Try-outs  for  parts  started  on  the 
second  day  of  classes  when  most  students  were  buying 
bocks  and  getting  adjusted  to  the  “Dining  Hall  starches.” 
Girls  in  shorts  bounded  back  and  forth  across  the  stage, 
while  a couple  of  fellas  sang  about  a horse  named  Paul 
Revere  and  what  he  could  do.  The  director.  Dr.  Rudolph 
Pugliese,  chose  the  cast,  appointments  for  costume  fit- 
tings were  made,  the  boys  were  told  not  to  get  heir  hair 
cut,  and  everybody  was  urged  to  bring  their  books  to 
rehearsals  so  that  they  could  study  back-stage. 

Rehearsals  during  the  week  started  about  6:30  in  the 
evening,  and  lasted  until  11  or  12.  Saturdays  and  Sun- 
days were  also  utilized.  Rehearsing  took  place  every- 
where and  in  many  forms;  from  reciting  lines  to  a mir- 
ror in  the  make-up  room,  to  dancing  a cha  cha  in  the 
halls.  People  not  busy  at  the  moment,  found  scripts

If  one  was  lucky  a 
chorus  girl  might  ask  him  to  pick  out  errors  in  the  re- 
citing of  a few  pages  of  dialogue. 

The  costume  department  locked  reminiscent  of  a 
Salvation  Army  clothes  drive,  but  a steady  stream  of 
zoot-suits  and  rose  bud  decked  bikinis  poured  forth. 
During  this  time  technicians  blew  fuses  and  worked  to 
synchronize  the  different  lighting  effects  with  the  action 
on  the  stage. 

Every  night  Adelaid  developed  a cold  and  Sarah 
slapped  Sky.  Luckily  opening  night  came  before  Adelaid 
came  down  with  Pneumonia  and  Sky  became  punch 
drunk.

The  whole  cast  crowded  into  the  make-up  room 
starting  at  five-thirty  and  spread  on  layers  of  grease 
paint  followed  by  powder  and  eye  make-up.  A half  hour 
before  the  performance,  Dr.  Pugliese  and  Melvin  Bern- 
stein, the  music  director,  held  a “Green  Rocm”  with  the 
performers.  Here  last  minute  corrections  and  changes 
were  made.  The  cast  then  set  off  for  the  stage  with  the 
best  wishes  of  the  two  directors  and  an  admonishment 
to  “Give  Em  Hell”  ringing  in  their  ears.

Freud,  Freshmen,  and  Fraternities 


Freud,  Freshmen, 

To  you  new  freshmen  who  think  it  was 
your  idea  to  come  to  college,  be  prepared  for 
a shock.  You  are  wrong.  Actually  your  su- 
periors — parents,  teachers,  and  counselors 
— devised  a way  to  keep  you  from  finding 
out  what  really  goes  on  in  the  world.  They 
started  psychologically  conditioning  you  at 
an  early  age  to  convince  you  that  you  would 
not  be  ready  to  go  out  into  their  intelligent, 
superior  world  until  you  completed  four 
years  of  specific  therapy  known  as  college. 

Initiation  into  this  period  of  therapy  is 
a gruelling  adaptation  ordeal  called  registra- 
tion. This  is  designed  to  test  strength  and 
fortitude,  because  the  superiors  feel  that  any- 
one who  can  survive  this  can  make  it  through 
four  years  of  similar  traumatic  experiences. 

Each  patient,  euphemistically  called  a 
student,  is  furnished  with  several  analysts. 
These  anaylsts  are  of  three  types.  The  first 
is  called  the  advisor,  and  his  job  is  to  help 
the  patient  choose  his  specific  therapy  re- 
ferred to  as  selection  of  courses.  He  is  the 
big  brother  image  and  helps  the  patient  find 
his  place  in  life.  J.  * 

The  next  type  is  called  the  instructor. 
There  are  more  of  this  type  of  analyst  than 
any  other.  His  job  is  to  administer  the  spe- 
cific therapy  in  the  form  of  lectures  and  labs. 
His  chief  role  is  to  make  the  patient  think  he 
is  gaining  invaluable  knowledge  and  to  give 
him  periodic  opportunities,  called  exams,  to' 
measure  the  degree  to  which  the  therapy  has 
been  effective.  This  is,  of  course,  purely  for 
the  personal  information  of  the  patient.  If 
he  feels  at  the  end  of  a certain  period,  called 
a semester,  that  he  has  completed  this  phase

of  treatment  successfully,  he  then  may 
choose  to  go  on  to  the  next  phase  or  semes- 
ter. 

The  third  type  is  the  guidance  counselor. 
This  type  is  divided  into  two  main  divisions: 
the  dean  of  men  and  the  dean  of  women. 
They  are  here  to  fulfill  the  needs  of  the 
Oedipus  or  Electra  complexes  (attachment 
to  parents)  and  can  be  consulted  at  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  patient,  depending  upon  his 
specific  complex. 

This,  then  is  the  over-all  program,  but 
for  those  who  feel  that  the  pressure  is  too 
great  there  is  a special  arrangement  for  group 
therapy  known  as  fraternities.  It  got  this 
name  because  this  is  where  the  patient  has 
the  opportunity  to  fraternize  with  others  who 
have  problems  similar  to  those  that  are  caus- 
ing him  trouble.  Fraternities  should  not  be 
confused  with  Alcoholics  Anonymous  be- 
cause the  only  similarity  is  the  use  of  group 
therapy. 

Often  in  fraternities  an  upperclassman 
can  give  advice  to  the  freshmen  that  will 
enable  him  to  fail  an  exam  by  only  a few 
points,  whereas  alone  he  would  flunk  miser- 
ably. Here,  also,  he  has  access  to  files  of  old 
exams,  speeches,  and  term  papers  to  supple- 
ment the  advice  of  upperclassmen.  There- 
fore if  he  is  unable  to  make  it  on  his  own, 
this  group  therapy  usually  works. 

At  the  end  of  four  years,  the  patient  is 
given  a certificate  of  release,  called  a diploma, 
which  proves  that  he  has  successfully  com- 
pleted his  therapy.  He  is  now  ready  to  be- 
come a member  of  the  intelligent,  superior 
adult  world.

Each  day  the  wires  leading  frm  the  Wood’s 
Hall  studios  to  the  neighboring  classroom 
buildings  carry  knowledge  to  thousands  of  stu- 
dents. This  is  the  result  of  the  “Classroom 
TV”  program  in  operation  here  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Maryland.  Lectures  in  Zoology, 
Sociology,  Spanish  and  R.  0.  T.  C.  are  tele- 
vised daily. 

The  photo  on  the  left  shows  the  faculty 
directors  of  the  TV  department  planning  out 
a program.  Each  show  is  directed  by  a fac- 
ulty member  of  the  Radio  and  Television  de- 
partment. The  director  sits  behind  the  con- 
trol board  viewing  the  monitors  of  each  cam- 
era. He  communicates  with  each  cameraman 
through  ear-phones,  telling  him  what  to  focus 
on.  He  also  pushes  the  buttons  which  switch 
the  picture  from  one  camera  to  another.

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This  year  the  University  acquired 
video  tape.  Now  lectures  and  other 
programs  can  be  taped  much  in  ad- 
vance of  the  scheduled  showing. 
There  are  many  advantages  to  this 
relatively  new  discovery  of  television 
tape.  If  a lecturer  runs  overtime 
while  taping  his  talk,  the  tape  can  be 
“back-tracked”  and  certain  unimpor- 
tant parts  can  be  cut  or  condensed 
to  allow  more  time  for  the  necessary 
information. 

Another  advantage  is  that  several 
lectures  can  be  taped  in  advance. 
Should  the  instructor  be  ill  or  find  it 
necessary  to  be  out  of  town,  his  lec- 
tures will  continue  as  scheduled. 

Now  adays  a student  can  never  be 
sure  if  the  professor  he  sees  on  his 
TV  screen  is  really  there  at  the  stu- 
dio pouring  forth  his  knowledge  or 
down  at  Town  Hall  sousing  it  up.

The  West  River  is  the  scene  of  the  greatest  sailing  armada  since 
the  one  in  Spain  that  sank  500  yars  ago. 


Buried  between  courses  in  philosophy 
and  tractor  repairs  is  a course  whose  ma- 
jor purpose  is  enjoyment.  Once  a week 
a group  of  Maryland  students  drive  to  the 
West  River  to  spend  two  hours  in  the  sun 
trying  to  make  wind  propelled  boats  go  in 
some  desired  direction  other  than  in  circles. 

The  course  is  conducted  by  Miss  Joy 
Freundschuh,  who  after  a few  weeks  of 
classroom  instruction,  turns  her  dryland 
sailors  loose  in  small  “cat”  boats.

As  college  students  we  all  have  our  ups  and  downs, 
hut  very  few  Terps  have  as  many  as  Bill  Mathis  and 
Courtney  Brown.  These  two  bouncing  gymkana  experts 
are  working  their  way  through  college  on  a trampoline. 
Starting  just  a few  years  ago  while  freshmen,  they  are 
now  well  known  professional  trampolinists. 

Three  years  ago  Bill  happened  to  see  the  University 
Gymkana  Troupe  practicing  some  tricky  twists  in  the 
Cole  Field  House.  He  became  interested,  and  was  soon 
a member  of  the  group.  Recalling  his  solo  on  the  trampo- 
line, Bill  says  with  a chuckle,  “I  did  a back  flip  and 
landed  head  first  through  the  shock  cords.  It  was  rather 
embarassing.” 

This  disastrous  first  attempt  did  not  discourage  Bill, 
and  under  the  tutelage  of  Coach  George  Kramer,  his 
long  hours  of  practice  have  produced  a fine  act  and  a 
profitable  business.  Practicing  diligently  during  his  sopho- 
more year,  Bill  finally  made  the  big  leagues  during  sum- 
mer vacation  of  1959.  Through  a connnection  made  by 
coach  Kramer,  Bill  landed  a job  with  a nationally 
known  professional  trampoline  act  called  “The  Tuckers.” 

The  fuckers,  according  to  Bill,  are  the  third  ranking 
trampoline  act  in  the  United  States.  During  his  summer 
job  with  the  group  he  appeared  all  over  the  United 
States  and  Canada.  “It  was  a terrific  summer  job,”  says 
Bill.  “Practically  all  of  our  shows  were  at  night,  and  I 
had  plenty  of  time  during  the  day  to  do  some  sightseeing. 
We  appeared  at  fairs,  clubs,  and  resorts.  The  best  part 
of  it  was  that  I made  great  money.” 

Returning  to  the  campus  that  September,  Bill  hooked 
up  with  Court  Brown,  another  member  of  the  Gymkana 
Troupe,  and  together  they  started  building  their  own  act. 
Practicing  regularly  under  the  guidance  of  George 
Kramer,  the  fellows  were  soon  ready  to  go  their  own 
professional  way.  They  bought  their  own  trampoline 
and  built  a trailer  to  haul  the  equipment.  They  then 
joined  the  American  Guild  of  Variety  Artists  (AVGA) 
through  whose  agents  they  now  obtain  booking  in  the 
Washington  and  Baltimore  areas.  Unlike  many  agents, 
the  AGVA  does  not  receive  a percentage  of  the  take. 
“They  book  us  and  all  we  pay  is  our  annual  dues. 
Groups  booking  the  act  pay  a standard  fee.  Distant  en- 
gagements that  involve  travel  cost  more,”  Bill  explained. 

Bill,  who  is  president  of  the  University  Gymkana 
Troupe,  said  that  the  name  of  their  act  “The  Fliffus,”  is 
also  the  name  of  one  of  the  best  tricks  they  perform.  The 
Fliffus  involves  a double  somersault  (either  front  or 
back)  with  a twisting  move.  “It  took  me  two  years  to 
learn  the  trick,”  says  Bill. 

At  the  present  time  Court  and  Bill  are  working  on 
another  difficult  act  which  calls  for  a double  and  triple 
twist  in  continuity,  that  is,  one  after  another  without  a 
bounce. 


During  his  past  summer,  the  fellows  worked  their 
act  locally.  They  appeared  at  the  openings  of  many  of 
the  newr  trampoline  centers  in  this  area  as  well  as  serv- 
ice station  openings  and  a few  clubs.  After  graduation  in 
June,  they  hope  to  take  their  act  on  tour.  Court  will  re- 
ceive his  degree  in  physical  education  while  Bill  will 
receive  his  in  sociology.
